'A .woman in the residence sent in a 
still .'alarm by telephone, requesting 
the fi'rep-icn to: be as qutet as possible. 
The clang of gongs ceased as the fire 
trucks neareJ the residence. The fire- 
men entered 
the 
structure quietly. 


They wrapped the boy In warm blan- 
kets and carried him to a safe portion 
of-the residence so carefully and qui- 
etly that he was not disturbed. The

Plant Pathologist Explains the Situation^

two jears on wHnut blight as ihovvn 
by the accompanying leaven from the 
report oC our plant pathologist

190«. 


If jou can slip in a counter state- 
ment to the effect that the walnut 
has a verv bad blight It Trill lave me 
the reputation of not knowing any- 
thing about the walnut

WALNUT BLIGHT SERIOUS 


The report of the plant pathologist, 
to which Professor Wickeon refers In 
the above communication 
contains 
these statements 
The walnut blight is a. verv ser- 
ious disease of the English walnut 
which occurs all over California, but 
reaches particular importance in the 
southern part of the fatate where the 
commercial crop is principally grown 
Unlike pear blight It does not usually 
affect the life or vltalitv of the tree 
to anj serious extent, but ererts its 
harmful effect on the amount 
and 
quantity of the crop varying 
from 
veaf to year in prevalence 
An or- 
chard may be verv badly affected this 
j ear and the same trees produce ari 
abundant harvest a year or two later 
A, reduction of fifty per cent or more 
In thin valuable crop is often occas- 
ioned bj the blight 
The disease Is said to be unknown 
save on the Pacific Coast and 
has 
been previously studied onlv by Prof 
Pierce of the United States Depart- 
mnnt of Agriculture, while stationed at 
Santa Ana, Cfrl 
The latter has shown 
the blight to be of a bacteria* nature, 
caused by an organism named bv him 
F'eudomonaB 
juglandis

proved bj Professor Pierce to be the 
active sole"cause of tba blight by Iso-

Wh ttier Board oJ Trade, and one as- 
sistant has been constantly employed 
on this work since Maj, 1«05

;'her government in the hands of thieves. '

anything else. When ladies, strangers in the city, are. assailed 


with obscene epithet and their escorts threatened with assault, 


the impression is naturally.-conveyed to the visitor that San 


Francisco is a good place to stay away from. And it is, with 


matters in their present posture.

While Ruef was by profession a lawyer, he was also a recog- 


nized political boss. As his power as a 
boss 
increased 
and 
hi; 


political activities expanded, his practice in the ' courts 
decreased. 


He received his largest tte's when he figured least in the courts. 
Ir. 


other words, he found the profession' of politics, as he played th< 
game, far more lucrative than the profession of the law. He made 
big money by being pajd big money as a lawyer for what he did 
as a politician. Some of his fees were on their face merely paid as 
insurance against political spoliation and official harassment. 


Ruef ingenuously pleads that the corporations 
seduced 
him 


from the path of virtue by first giving him monev for nothing. After 
that when they offered money for something, he took the cash and 
delivered the goods. To insure their deliverance he paid part of th< 
money he received to the Supervisors. It requires no penetration tc 
discern the character and motive of these transactions or to detect 
the sophistry of the degraded boss. He first sold immunity to the 
corporations and then from merely exacting tribute he proceeded to 
the selling of privileges of enormous value., 


He took money from 'everybody—the French 
restaurants, the 


saloons, the houses of ill-fame, the corporations, the contractors. 11 
is too late now for him to play the role of Evelyn Nesbit in the 
drama of political corruption in San Francisco.

Charles R. Brown's sermon on 
"The1 Newer Point of View on 
Industry," is an interesting, ex- 
position of socialism. .'He rejects 
Jack 'London' as " a reckless, agi- 
tator/,' .and-.classes.wUh him the.

George D. Herron. Yet his 


sermon is exactly on Herron's line 
and its .significant portions, are in 
Herron's language. 
Jack Lon- 


don, in his exposition -of social- 
ism,' published in the 'Examiner, 
declared the purpose of the social- 
ists to be "the confiscation of all 
property," to the'en<Tthat it 'may 
be redivided equally. . Rev.. Mr. 
Brown proposes that the energy 
and skill of men, by which prop- 
erty is acquired, shall be reduced 
to equality, by confiscating the 
capacity of the strongest and the 
best, for the benefit of the less 
capable. What is the difference? 
He says 
that 
otherwise "the 


strong, capable man," can win, 
"he may even rise out of his class 
and become the exploiter of the 
labor of others * * 
an indus- 


trial freebooter." 


Such a man the Rev. Mr. 


Brown says, "puts himself out- 
side the pale of Christia'n society, 


* he is turning his back upon 


Christian religion as much as if 
he were persistently living in a 
state:of adultery or gaining'his 
bread by stealing." 


This Mr, Brown 
calls "the 


newer point of view- on industry," 
and names it "Collectivism." He 
founds it in the .command 
of 


Jesus, to "love thy neighbor as 
thyself." ..We are not 
favored 


with his statement of how. a man 
loves himself. St. Paul seems to 
have had that command in mind 
when he said : "But if any man 
provide not for his- own, and 
specially for those of. his own 
house, he hath denied the faith 
and is worse than an 
infidel." 


That was clearly a call to every 
man to use his individual energy, 
skill, thrift and sobriety to. pro- 
vide for his own house, and by 
that evidence of love for himself 
and his own to teach his neighbor 
by example to do the same. The 
thriftless, drunken, idle and":de- 
based man, is not obeying the 
ommand of-Jesu-s, even though 
e love his neighbor as.himself, 
or his example is;bad.

However, 
the Giants' manager will listen to no 
arguments that Walsh, of the White 
Sox, has used the vapor pellet for sev- 
eral seasons, and is still very effect- 
ive, with it, or that Strickctt is still 
good and also has used the damp 
sling for years 


"I will not have any of my pitchers 


use It," he says with rigid determin- 
ation and decisiveness.

for me as they are" 


Both McGinnity and Taylor can uso 


the spltball, and with great effective- 
ness, too, according to their own opin- 
ions.
